in. 

Reactions from London and 
Paris, as well as from official 
quarters in Washington, ll 
downgraded Moscow reports 
that the Khrushchev regime had 
presented to the Western pow- 
ers a new four-point Berlin 
peace plan offering concessions 
in Russia’s standard Berlin de- 
mands. 


Berlin Agreement First. 


News dispatches from Mos- 
cow said the Soviet government 
is prepared to work out an ad- 
vance agreement with the West 
on a new status for West Berlin 
guaranteeing its freedom and 
freedom of access to it from 
the west. Russia would under-

WASHINGTON, Nov. 10 (AP) 
—With harvests nearly over, 196] 
crops are expected to run about 
3 per cent below last year’s 
record high but 17 per cent 
above the 1947-49 average. 

In releasing its next-to-last 
1961 report yesterday, the Agri- 
cultural Department. said_ that 
despite the reduction from 1960 
ample supplies of all crops are 
expected. 

The level of production is about 
the same as forecast a month 
ago. Much of the indicated re- 
duction from last year is in live- | 
stock feed grains. The Govern- 
ment is paying farmers about 
$768,000,000 for reducing produc- 
tion of these grains about 11 per 
cent because of an accumulation 
of surpluses. 

The average yield for each 
acre of major crops combined 
was reported at-a record high 
of 146 per cent of the 1947-49 
average. The previous record 
was 143 per cent for the 1958 
and 1960 seasons.

‘Trip Over Red-Patrolled 
Road Is Without In- 
cident—Other Moves 
to Follow. 


BERLIN, Nov. 10 (AP) —First 
elements of a motorized United 
States infantry company arrived 
in West Berlin today, beginning 
a new armed shuttle over the 
Communist - patrolled highway 
from West Germany. 

Lt. Richard P. Jennings, of 
Cincinnati, O., headed the van- 
guard. He reported no difficulties 
with the Russiar~ or anyone else 

The journey across the 110-mile 
stretch of Communist East Ger- 
many took three hours and 40 
minutes. The United States sol- 
diers, wearing steel helmets and 
full battle dress, were checked 
for 45 minutes at the Russians’ |

force them to dismount. Twenty 
minutes was spent at the United 
States Babelsberg checkpoint 
outside Berlin.

The first group of about 60 
men rode into Berlin aboard four 
jeeps, two %%-ton trucks, and 
three 214-ton trucks with trailers. 
A recoilless rifle was mounted on 
one of the jeeps. 

Two additional groups were 
following to complete the move- 
ment into Berlin of Company D/} 
of the. First Battle Group, Fif- 
teenth Infantry, Third Division. 

The company is scheduled to 
spend a few days training here 
and then return over the Red- 
controlled autobahn to its base 
in Bamberg, Bavaria. 


It was the first unit to partici- 
pate in a series of troop move- | 
ments between West Berlin and 
West Germany over the divided | 
city’s highway lifeline. The Army 
announcéd Thursday that similar | 
movements to and from Berlin 
are planned for units both in 
West Germany and West Berlin 
as training exercises. 

This would make it possible for | 
the Army to keep American 
units rolling along the highway | 
at frequent intervals without as- 
signing formal patrols to the 
road, something to which the 
Russians object.

RICHMOND, Va., Nov. 10 (AP) 
—The pilot of the Imperial Air- 
lines Constellation which crashed 
killing 77 persons said today two 
of the craft’s four engines were 
out, a third was losing power and 
the nose wheel was sluggish in 
going down when he pulled away 
from an attempted emergency 
landing at Richmond’s Byrd 
field. 

Moments later the plane 
crashed Wednesday night in a 


wood less than two miles from’ 


the runway. Seventy-four Army 
recruits and inductees and three 
crew members died in the burn- 
ing airplane. 

Ronald H. Conway of West 
Hollywood, Fla., said the impact 
of the crash ‘“‘didn’t seem hardly 
anything to me. But then I real- 
ized the whole airplane was on 
fire.”’ 

Conway and his flight engineer, 
William Poythress of Miami, 
were the only survivors. 

After the two got out of the 
flaming crash ‘‘all we could do 
was stand there and watch it 
burn,”’ Conway told reporters in 
his first public statement since 
the tragedy. 

Talks From Wheelchair. 

At his side was his wife, Bev- 
Conway, with a blackened 
left eye, held his wife’s hand as 
he related the flight from Balti- 
more’s Friendship Airport until 
it plunged to earth. He sat 
dressed in blue-striped pajamas 
in a wheel chair. 

Conway said the take-off from 
Baltimore was normal in good 
weather. He cruised at an alti-

WASHINGTON, Nov. 10 (AP) 
~—Survival lessons for state and 
local governments — thousands 
of which might be isolated from 


‘federal help after a nuclear at- 
tack — have been started’ by 
| White House emergency | plan- 
“ners. 


Standby skeleton governments 
are to be formed in cities, coun- 
ties and states to deal with post- 
attack wage and price control, 


'rationing, housing and health 
_and economic problems. 


Planning conferences will be 


held in coming months in every 
| state, a spokesman for the Of- 


fice of Emergency Planning said. 
They will be modeled after a re- 
cent post-attack survival meet- 
ing attended by 200 local and 
state officials and civic leaders 
in Las Vegas, Nev. 

“No matter how many mega- 
tons are dumped on the United 
States, the country’s surviving 
resources will be more than ade- 
quate for the surviving popula- 
tion,” the spokesman said. 

“The gravest post-attack prob- 
‘lem could be a lapse of local 
civil authority when communi- 
_ties find themselves cut off from 
|state and federal direction, un- 
‘less they are able to do the 
things the state and federal 
governments do. If they should 
collapse, there would be mar- 
tial law—whicn we. are determ- 
ined to avoid if possible.” 

At the planning sessions the 
governors, mayors, county 
boards and business men will 
be brought face to face for the 
first time with the post-attack 
problems of survival and recov- 
ery, the spokesman said. 

The planning should contem- 
plate local self-reliance for up

In that period 
local authorities and volunteers 
will have to deal with decon- 
tamination, distribution of drugs 
and medical services, controls 
over rents, pricés and wages, 
rationing of food, fuel and cloth- 
ing, the restoration.of credit and 
the provision of cash. 

Federal planning for ‘“‘continu- 
ity of government” is well ad- 
vanced. Provision has been made 
for emergency successors to 
every high official from the 
President down. All agencies 
have given on-the-spot training 
to key personnel in permanent, 
well-protected relocation centers 
in several states. 

Efforts to induce state govern- 
ments to take similar steps are 
beginning to bear fruit. The first 
hurdle, in many states, is to 
remove obstacles from state con- 
stitutions which, 
forbid the removal of the seat 
of government from the estab- 
lished capital. 

By now, authorities report, 45 
states have enacted some or all 
the legislation needed to provide 
for continuity of government. 

Twenty have amended their 
constitutions, 29 have desig-

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Balance Instead of Gap? 


President Kennedy was fair game at his 
press conference for the question of what has 
become of the missile gap. During his cam- 
paign for election he had a good deal to say 
about the deterioration of our military 
strength relative to Russia’s. Little more 
than a year later, he says that as respects 
total military strength the United States would 
not trade places with any nation in the world; 
his Secretary of Defense says we have “nu- 
clear power several times that of the Soviets’; 
his Deputy Secretary of Defense, speaking of 
“tens of thousands” of nuclear delivery ve- 
hicles, says any enemy action which brought 
them into play would be “an act of self-de- 
Struction on his part.”’ 

The Post-Dispatch shared the widespread 
concern over the missile gap two years ago. 
We think we had ample ground for concern 
at the time. We do not doubt the President 
when he says his statements during and be- 
fore 1960 were based on the best information 
he then possessed, some of it coming from high 
officials of the Eisenhower Administration.

As the Newsweek article reprinted on this 
page suggests, the prospective “gap” did seem 
very real in 1958 and 1959, especially since 
President Eisenhower publicly acknowledged 
it. But apparently the Russians did not build 
as many ICBM’s as they were able to, and as 
our experts expected them to. At the same 
time, very largely as a result of public con- 
cern over the feared “gap,” American produc- 
tion of Atlas, Titan and Polaris missiles was 
speeded up. So, if today’s intelligence esti- 
mates as reported by Newsweek are correct, 
the military balance did not shift in favor 
of the Soviets as it was expected to begin 
doing in late 1960 and 1961. 

There is, of course, always the chance that 
intelligence evaluation now can be as wrong 
as it seemingly was two or three years ago. 
The Kennedy Administration does not appear 
to think so. Yet the President told his press 
conference that the defense budget, which 
was increased six billion dollars after he came 
into office, will be increased again next year. 
He will owe the country a clear explanation of 
why it needs to be increased, if the present 
military balance is as much in our favor as 
he says it is. 

. . . 

Defense requirements change with time, 
and Mr. Kennedy may be able to show that 
more money is needed for development of a 
defense against missiles, for conventional war 
capability, or for countering the results of the 
new Soviet nuclear tests. But he must also 
bear in mind that every new speedup in the 
arms race on our part is likely to be matched 
by a speedup on the Soviet side. How much, 
for example, was Khrushchev’s decision to re- 
new nuclear tests influenced by Mr. Kennedy’s 
own decision to increase military appropria- 
tions earlier this year? What is to be gained 
by a further increase next year if the Soviet 
response merely maintains the present mili- 
tary balance at a higher level of expenditure? 

President Kennedy has a duty to keep 
American military strength sufficient to deter 
Soviet aggression, for the existing nuclear 
stalemate is the world’s best protection against 
war. But he also has a duty, which he recog- 
nized in his U.N. speech, to try to bring the 
arms race under control and then replace it 
with disarmament and what he called a peace 
race. Movement in this direction is hardly 
compatible with continued expansion of mili- 
tary budgets. 


Wishful Thinking in the Ozarks 


Opponents of a national park or monument 
for the Ozark Rivers would do well to con- 
sider the position of Representative Richard 
Ichord. Mr. Ichord was originally opposed to 
taking privately owned recreational land in 
the Ozarks and changing it to a public recrea- 
tion area. After studying the Park Service 
proposal, as modified, Mr. Ichord now sup- 
ports it and deserves credit for having the 
courage to switch his position. He told a rally 
in Eminence recently that the supporters of 
the Forest Service bill of Representative Cur- 
tis are mainly interested in blocking the Park 
Service plan and in assuring no public devel- 
opment at all in the area. 

Mr. Ichord said there is no possibility of 
passing the Forest Service bill and added that 
the Forest Service is not the proper agency 
for developing a recreation area: “this agen- 
cy’s job is to manage trees and not people.” 
Those who believe that the tourists and honky- 
tonks will miraculously go away if nothing is 
done are indulging in wishful thinking. 


Responsibility in The Congo 

Instead of having to fight a war of independ: 
ence, the Congolese achieved freedom with 
unexpected suddenness and then took to fight- 
ing each other. That is the tragedy which the 
United Nations so far has been unable to curb. 
And this involves the U.N.’s usefulness else- 
where in the world. 


That the root of the trouble lies in the at- 
tempted secession of Katanga province be- 
came more obvious than ever after Premier 
Cyrille Adoula succeeded in establishing au- 
thority over the rest of the country. Other 
factions yielded and promised co-operation. 
The U.N. force gave its support, but Katanga 
persisted in its hostility. 

Pursuant to the U.N. Security Council's 
mandate to preserve the territorial integrity 
of The Congo as well as to restore order, a 
U.N. detachment went into action. It met 
with defeat and so, in effect, precipitated the 
civil war it meant to prevent. Now the army 
of the central government, under Gen. Mobu- 
tu, also is in retreat. 

If these successes of Katanga’s Tshombe 
represented a genuine, popular repugnance to 
rule by Leopoldville, it would be necessary 
to review the position of the U.N. Much of the 
civil strife, however, was fomented by the 
white mercenaries of European interests bent 
on the continued exploitation of Katanga’s rich 
resources. The Congo undoubtedly needs the 
help of white doctors, engineers and teachers, 
but the business of the mercenaries is not 
assistance but trouble-making. 


The central government has had U.N. sup- 
port from the start. This has been ve-affirmed 
by the U.N. representative on the scene in 
connection with the latest fighting. The mer- 
cenaries, on the other hand, are in Katanga 
in open defiance of the U.N. The responsibili- 
ty for their presence is borne not only by the 
Katanga government, but by Belgium and per- 
haps other European governments whose na- 
tional and economic interests are involved. 
The U.N. has a right to demand that Belgium 


insist on the withdrawal of the mercenaries. 
Their interference is an offense to the world 
organization and a danger to its potential 
for peace. 


Administration and Doctors 


The determination of the Kennedy Admin- 
istration to add old age health insurance to 
the Social Security system was manifested by 
Secretary of Health, Education and Welfare 
Ribicoff at the St. Louis White House regional 
conference. Medical men made their opposi- 
tion equally clear, but the profession would 
do well to reconsider its stand. There is a 
legitimate demand for this innovation. 

Too many people dread retirement, instead 
of looking forward to it, for the simple reason 
that they know that their medical bills are 
bound to rise in the years in which their 
means for meeting them are bound to decline. 
Hence the desire to make provisions for the 
future during working years by setting aside 
some current earnings to meet anticipated 
needs. The cheapest way to pool the risk is 
through the Social Security set-up. 

Organized medicine, however, contends that 
this is not necessary and, further, that it veils 
a scheme for .governmental control of medi- 
cal practice. It seasons this opposition with 
assorted emotional appeals. Thus a former 
president of the Missouri Medical Society 
called the proposal “a direct: affront to the 
dignity and independence” of the aged. 
Representatives of the profession also argue 
that medical aid is available under the Kerr- 
Mills Act. Yet under Kerr-Mills, a citizen must 
declare himself a pauper. Is not this the real 
affront to dignity? What of the independence 
of a man forced to become an object of state 
charity? 

The possibility of a new line of attack in 
Congress was suggested here with the argu- 
ment that cash Social Security payments 
should be increased sufficiently to enable re- 
tired persons to meet their medical expenses. 
Aside from the possibility that the extra 
money might be used for something else, it 
would be enormously expensive to provide 
higher payments for all. This would be a com- 
plete departure from the principle of re- 
ducing costs by pooling risks. It would be a 
windfall, not insurance—just what medical 
men profess to fear: “benefits to all older 
citizens regardless of need.” 

The cash payments may seem to be a safe- 
guard against threats to freedom of medical 
practice. British doctors once had similar 
fears, but they disappeared with experience. 
Would it not be better for doctors to support 
a reasonable proposal, and to co-operate in 
working out its details? 

Social Security provisions for old age med- 
ical care are a sensible, practical and effective 
way of serving the general welfare. We be- 
lieve a national consensus in their behalf is 
taking form. 


Belated Korean Move 


The South Korean military regime has be- 
latedly released from house arrest former 
Premier John M. Chang, who had been in cus- 
tody since the military seized power last 
May. Mr. Chang has not been charged with 
any crime, but was placed on ice, so to speak, 
in the event an investigation showed he 
should be prosecuted. 

Reports from Seoul are that Gen. Park 
Chung-hee, leader of the junta, decided earlier 
to release Mr. Chang but was reluctant to do so 
on the eve of his departure for Washington 
for fear the action would be interpreted as 
an attempt to curry favor in the United States. 
This is understandable, but not an excuse for 
further incarceration of Mr. Chang. 

The former Premier took office after Syng- 
man Rhee was overthrown in April 1960 and 
did the best he could to lift South Korea out 
of economic and political chaos. It was not 
his fault that he failed, and so far as is known 
he did nothing reprehensible.. It is inexcusa- 
ble for any country having pretensions to 
democracy to punish former officials or mem- 
bers of the opposition for political acts. The 
new regime in South Korea apparently realizes 
now that it cannot enjoy world respect while 
conducting itself in this fashion. ’ 


A Century Late 


A centennial beginning Sunday: should re- 
mind those who oppose the principle of fed- 
eral aid to education that they are one hun- 
dred years too late. Land-grant colleges will 
hold a five-day convocation in Kansas ‘City to 
open a year’s celebration of the Morrill Act. 

The original measure sponsored by Justin S. 
Morrill of Vermont was passed by Congress in 
1858, but vetoed by President Buchanan on 
constitutional grounds. A later act, however, 
was signed by President Lincoln in 1862. It 
offered every state 30,000 acres of federal 
land for each of its delegates: in Congress. 
The land could be resold for “the endowment, 
support and maintenance of at least one col- 
lege where the leading object shall be, with- 
out excluding other scientific and classical 
studies, and including military tactics, to teach 
such branches of learning as are related to 
agriculture and the mechanic arts.” 

In short, the purpose was mass education 
for the “industrial classes,” as the law put it. 
Today, the 65 land-grant colleges and univer- 
sities located in every state enroll 20 per cent 
of all American college students. Critics have 
argued that mass education detracts from 
quality. Most land-grant schools cannot be 
highly selective in their admissions policies, 
but in recent years they have tried to be se 
lective in education offered exceptional stu- 
dents. Land-grant schools argue that the test 
is not who is admitted but who is graduated. 
They note that 20 of the 38 living Nobel prize 
winners who attended American colleges went 
to land-grant schools. 

A century after the Morrill Act, Americans 
are again debating the nature and extent of 
further federal aid to education. But they 
cannot reasonably debate the principle of 
federal aid without turning back the calendar 
by 1200 months. 


Air Tragedy in Virginia 
The airliner disaster at Richmond, Va., in 


. which 77 passengers died, is particularly tragic 


since 74 persons were young Army recruits 
and draftees who had their lives before them. 
Usually all aboard are lost in a crash of such 
magnitude, but in this case the Constellation’s 
pilot and flight engineer survived. If their 
traumatic experience has not affected their 
memories, they should be able to throw con- 
siderable light on the disaster. Every inves- 
tigation of a major air disaster yields informa- 
tion that can be used in the constant battle 
for greater air safety. , 


The Vanishing Missile Gap 


Intelligence Erred, Red Force Put at 50 ICBM’s Instead of Predicted 1000

“We are rapidly approaching that 
dangerous period which Gen. (James 
M.) Gavin (now ambassador to France) 
and others have called ‘the gap’ or 
the missile-lag period—a period, in the 
words of Gen. Gavin, ‘in which our 
own offensive and defensive missile 
capabilities will lag so far behind those 
of the Soviets as to place us in a po- 
sition of great peril.’”’ 

The solemn speaker on that August 
day in 1958 was the youthful Senator 

from Massachu- 
setts, John F. Ken-

in their seats, he 
warned that time 
was running out on 
the nation’s insur- 
ance policy against Soviet aggression 
—the atomic deterrent. 

The phrase ‘missile gap’ was a 
front-page catch-phrase from, 1958 to 
1960. But only last week, President 
Kennedy was able to say: 

“In terms of total military strength, 
the United States would not trade 
places with any nation on earth. . .” 

According to the best available in- 
telligence estimates, the President 
could back up this statement with 
trump cards, despite the terror of the 
50-megaton bomb. 

The missile box score now looks like 
this: The Soviets have from 35 to 50 
intercontinental ballistic missiles ready 
to fire, not the 1000 once predicted by 
the end of 1961. The United States now 
has 45 ICBMs on the firing line; nine 
more Atlas and nine Titan ICBMs will 
be ready around the end of the year, 
and 96 Polaris missiles arm the wide- 
ranging atomic submarines. 

Then what has happened to the mis- 
sile gap? Had there really been one? 
Or was the gap just politics — and 
pretty shabby politics at that?

The Big Question 


The answer lies in the strengths and 
failures of United States intelligence 
services and the uses that men have 
made of intelligence findings. 


Back in August 1957, eerie greenish 
pips on United States radar sets in 
Turkey recorded the flight of the So- 
viet Union’s first ICBM, and concern 
about the missile gap grew in the Pen- 
tagon. By October the Red missile 
had proved it could carry large atomic 
warheads by orbiting the first sputnik. 
Pentagon experts turned to their slide 
rules and graphs. Working mainly 
from radar intelligence, they projected 
Soviet production of the 800,000-pound- 
thrust ICBM. In the early ’60s, the 
experts reasoned, the Soviets would 
have up to 600 ICBMs. The missile gap 
was born. 

As f.r as United States intelligence 
went in 1957 and early 1958, the gap 
was horribly real. Clearly the period 
1960-63 was the “dangerous period’”’ 
worrying then-Senator Kennedy. In

By early 1960—an election year—the 
gap was grist for politicians and fodder 
for the columnists. Some Democrats 
(such as Senator Stuart Symington} 
blamed President Eisenhower for put- 
ting budget-balancing first and safety 
second. 

Still, President Eisenhower seemed 
confident. His answer to the supposed 
Russian lead was to develop the Min- 
uteman ICBM and the Polaris. 

And President Eisenhower knew 
what few others in the nation did: 
Starting in 1958 the top-secret U-2 
flights were gathering in reports on 
the Soviet’s ‘striking force. They 
showed the Reds had no long-range 
bomber force to speak of; photos also 
indicated the Russians had few ICBMs 
ready to go. 


Why had the original figures been 
wrong? Sketchiness of the radar 
probes aside, the United States also 
had ignored a couple of imponderables. 
For one thing, the Russians followed a 
policy of limited production of the 
ICBM. Their missile was necessarily 
heavy because they had lagged far be- 
hind the United States in building com- 
pact atomic warheads. 


Then, too, the earliest United States 
intelligence gleanings failed to consider 
all the trouble the Russians had build- 
ing their missile bases. 


Now, the ¢catch-phrase in the Penta- 
gon is “destruction gap’’ — the total 
power the United States can unleash 
with missiles, submarines and long- 
range bombers. As Defense Secretary 
Robert McNamara told Newsweek: 


“I believe we have nuclear power 
several] times that of the Soviets. This 
nation is strong. We do have superior 
strength and that is the foundation of 
the free world’s security.”

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y., Nov. 
10 (UPI)—The United Nations 
Political Committee sought to 
wind up the debate on nuclear 
tests, but there was little chance 
of a vote on the two remaining | 
resolutions at today’s session. 

. Twenty or more delegates | 
planned to speak on the two 
resolutions before the 103-nation | 
committee. 

The General Assembly delayed 
resumption of its debate on co- 
lonialism and the Dutch-Indo- | 
nesian dispute concerning West 
New Guinea so the delegates 
may hear Prime Minister Nehru 
of India speak. | 

One of the resolutions before 
the Political Committee, spon- 
sored by 13 African countries, | 
would declare the entire con- | 
tinent of Africa a nuclear-free 
area. It. was opposed by the 
United States and Britain on the 
ground that it infringed on self- 
defense rights, imposed a policy 
decision on sovereign govern- 
ments and lacked control and 
verification procedures to make 
such a bomb-ban effective. Rus- 


sia strongly supported the meas- 
ure. 


The other, sponsored by 11 
Asian and African countries, 
would declare the use of nuclear 
weapons a direct violation of 
the U.N. Charter, contrary to in- 
ternational law and the laws of 
humanity, directed against all 
mankind and a crime against 
civilization.

through the New York State 
Legislature today a controver- 
sial plan for reapportioning the 
state’s congressional districts | 
for Republican benefit in elec- 
tions. 

The bill was sent to Republi- 
can Gov. Nelson A. Rockefeller | 
for immediate signing. : 


At the opening yesterday of a 
two-day -special session, the law- 
makers approved the Gover- 
nor’s $100,000,000 program to 
spur construction of bomb shel- 
ters in schools. 

The reapportionment plan, de- 
signed to improve G.O.P. | 
chances of electing Congress- | 
men, was threatened briefly by | 
protests of several Republican | 
Assemblymen concerned about | 
long-range political effects on | 
themselves. | 

Five G.O.P. members joined | 
with the Democratic minority in | 
voting against the bill, but As- 
sembly Speaker Joseph F. Car- 
lino rallied a majority of 76, the 
exact number needed to pass 
the bill. 

Promises of court action to 
block implementation of the 
plan arose in Democratic quar- 
ters as the Legislature actéd. 
One such pledge came from 
Democratic Mayor Robert F. 
Wagner of New York City. 

Democrats in both houses 
strongly opposed the bomb shel- 
ter program. Two Republican 
Representatives joined them in 
voting against the plan in the | 
assembly. 

Democrats contended that they 
should have more timc to study 
the bill because it deals with a 
‘“‘matter as important as life’or 
death” in the event of nuclear 
attack. 

The Republican legislative ma- 
jority refused to delay action on 
the measure and pushed the bill 
Unde both houses. 

Under the plan, the state 

would pay up to half the cost | 
| of shelters constructed by public 
school districts and _ private | 
schools and Colleges.

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Slum Spread 


Blamed on 


Credit Cuts 


NEW YORK, N.Y. — Credit 
blacklisting is a major cause for 
the development and mainte- 
nance of slum areas, Jane 
Jacobs charges in The Reporter, 
a Madison avenue publication. 

Blacklisting shuts off conven- 
tional credit extended by non- 
governmental lenders. This is 
the most important kind of 
housing money, according to 
the writer. 

In a copyrighted article, 
“How Money Can Make or 
Break Our Cities,’’ Mrs. Jacobs, 
author of “The Death and Life 
of Great American Cities,” 
writes that “urban renewal 
laws, both Federal and State, 
are based on certain widely 
accepted theories about what 
causes the decline of city neigh- 
borhoods and the formation of 
slums. Most of the reasoning 
followed among city planners is 
demonstrably invalid.” 

Urban renewal laws do not 
mention the practice of credit 
blacklisting, Mrs. Jacobs writes. 
“This practice 


and also why so few slums, once 

formed, are able to improve 

themselves even when the peo- 

ple who live in them are both 

capable of improving their con- 

ditions and eager to do so.” 
Will Or Will Not. 

Nongovernmental money lend- 
ers, such as saVings and loan 
banks, life insurance companies, 
banks, life-insurance companies, 
commercial banks, and some 
pension funds, although they do 
not publicize the fact, map cities 
into areas in which they will 
either invest or not invest. 

“The practice is one of the 
most destructive forces at work 
in our cities; it leads almost in- 
evitably to unnecessary stagna- 
tion or to unbridled slum ex- 
ploitation,” Mrs. Jacobs says. 

Credit blacklisting operates 
against neighborhoods rather 
than against specific persons or 
buildings. Blacklisters ‘‘are 
merely applying lessons they 
have learned from the city 
planning theories of the 1930's, 
which aimed, among other 
things, at starving out dense 
city districts and nourishing 
suburbs.” 

Blacklist maps and slum 
clearance maps came into use 
at the same time ‘‘and the two 
usually are identical both in 
conception and in results. In- 
deed, one of the objects of the 
planners’ slum clearance maps 
is to warn investors not to in- 
vest in certain areas. Some- 
times the lenders anticipate the 
planners.” 

Like slum clearance maps, 
credit blacklist maps prophesy 
the future of the area. “If 
no money is available to im- 
prove a neighborhood, if people 
there can improve their situa- 
tion only by leaving, decline is 
all but inevitable,”” Mrs. Jacobs 
writes. . 

Once blacklisted, only few 
f@reas manage to escape their 
doom, Chicago’s Back-of-the- 
Yards district had been black- 
listed for mortgage credit since 
the 1930’s. Since that time 
many residents had graduated 
into skilled industrial, white- 
collar, or professional jobs. 
Rather than move to the sub- 
urbs, as city planners expected, 
the people preferred to improve 
the homes they already had, 

Found Way Out. 

A local organization, the 
Back-of-the-Yards Council, “‘was 
both smart enough and power- 
ful enough to find a way out of 
the trap. A survey by the coun- 
cil revealed that businesses, 
residents, and institutions in the 
district had deposits in some 30 
of Chicago’s savings-and-loan 
associations and savings banks. 
It was agreed that these deposi- 
tors would be prepared to with- 
draw their deposits simultane- 
ously if lending institutions con- 
tinued to blacklist the district,” 
Mrs. Jacobs reports. 

Representatives of the banks 
and savings-and-loan associa- 
tions were invited to a meeting 
of the Council where the mort- 
gage problem of the district was 
presented and discussed amic- 
ably. “Before the meeting was 
over, several of the lenders 
promised to give favorable con- 
sideration to requests for loans.”’

Increases 


A home owner may soon be 
able to trade in his old house 
for a new one almost as easily 
as he now swaps his old car 
for a newer model. 

This is the trend in the hous- 
ing industry, according to a 
nation-wide survey conducted 
recently among builders and 
realtors by the Terminix Divi- 
sion of E. L. Bruce Co., Mem- 
phis, Tenn. 

The termite control organiza- 
tion acquired facts and figures 
while trying to ascertain how 
many realtors and builders have 
houses termite-inspected before 
taking them in trade or when 
handling real estate transfers. 

Of the 144 persons interviewed 
in 12 states and 29 cities, 39 
per cent said their firms now 
have some type of home trade- 
in plan. Eighty-six per cent of 
those who expressed an opinion 
think trade-ins will increase. 
Only 5 per cent saw a possible 
decrease. Nine per cent foresaw 
no change at all, 

Said one Cincinnati realtor: 
**Trade-ins will increase simply 
because the public wants it.” 

Others echoed his sentiments: 

“The public is trade-in con- 
scious,” declared the Bahnman 
Company of Harlington, Tex. 

Have to Increase. 

An. Indianapolis realtor, the 
Margaret Evans Co., cited sav- 
ings on taxes and the better 
prices trade-ins generate as 
reasons for the upturn. 

Acme Building Materials Com- 
pany, Indianapolis builders, said 
home trade-ins should parallel 
auto-type financing if money is 
made available. 

“Trade-ins will have to in- 
crease if builders and realtors 
expect to reap full benefits and 
at the same time provide hous- 
ing for families who wish to 
improve their standards without 
the burden of owning two 
homes,”’ said Buz Carl, success- 
ful Kendall, Fla., builder and 
realtor, 


Carl claims success’ with 
trade-ins (45 per cent of his 
business is in this type of deal) 
because (1) he‘s selective; (2) 
he persuades prospects to be 
realistic about the value of their 
property; (3) he sees. that 
owners aren’t left holding two 
pieces of property; (4) he com- 
pletes trades in the shortest pos- 
sible time, and (5) he finds pros- 
pects with eight or more years 
ownership have the squity to 
make trading practical. 


“This is a relatively new idea 
which has not, as yet, had 
enough exposure,” summarized 
Brennan - Douthitt Realtors of 
Haddonfield, New Jersey. 


A few realtors, such as Walter 
S. Veon of Veon & McCord, In- 
dianapolis, took the opposing 
view. 

“As long as the market is 
glutted with homes for sale, it 
isn’t feasible to promote trade- 
ins,” he said. 

Trade Nation-Wide. 

Other respondents cited better 
financing, the desire for larger 
and more expensive homes, the 
availability of houses, larger 
families, more second-home pur- 
chasers, increased publicity, and 
the need to meet competition as 
rezsons for the burgeoning 
trade-in program. 

A slight majority—51 per cent 
to 49 per cent — favor nation- 
wide trading enabling an owner 
to trade in a home in one city 
and buy in another and vice 
versa. 

Most think such a plan would 
stimulate trade and make the 
market more fluid. Others feel it 
would involve too many admin- 
istrative headaches and too 
much speculation. 

“I don’t believe it’s workable 
because each broker has a dif- 
ferent opinion of how conserva- 


_tive to be,” said Jules Saxe, San 
‘Francisco realtor. “I wouldn’t 


accept the opinion of a broker 
I don’t know as to cashout 
price.” 

Edward H. Miller, sales man- 
ager of Gaylor Brooks & Com- 
pany, Baltimore, took the op- 
posite view,

LIBRARY TO HOUSE

Pierre Salinger, White House | 
press secretary, said that “I.

A FRIEND OF OURS visited a schoolroom where the 
teacher asked a class of 30 children how many had ever seen 
a Missouri mule. Only two raised their, hands, Our friend, 
Mrs.-Grace Lashly, was appalled to think that this symbol of 
our state was so unfamiliar. She promptly set out on a 
mission to acquire two mules which she plans to present to 
the St, Louis Zoo so that children will know the Missouri mule 
along with other animals from aardvark to zebra. 


The man she chose to be her mule hunter is Ed Bright, 
who lives near Manchester in one of the most fascinating old 
houses I’ve ever seen. He owns mules, rides them and 
delights children who visit him by taking them riding in a 


Missouri Mules. 


mule cart in summer, in a mule-drawn sleigh when snow is 
on the ground. 

We visited Bright one Sunday afternoon, a beautiful sunny 
day. As we drove up, horses and mules were frisking in the 
corral and a big dog and tiny yellow kitten ran to greet us. 


The outside of Bright’s house is interesting with 
its chinked-up log walls and long porch holding a col- 
lection of horseshoes and farm implements of long 
ago. But the interior is intriguing to the lover of old 
things. There are three rooms downstairs, the original 
small, low-ceilinged log cabin room where the first 
owners spent most of their lives, a second higher- 
cellinged room separated by a “dog run” (We’d call it 
a breezeway, Bright said) and a third room with a still 
higher ceiling. Upstairs are bedrooms with ceilings of 
corresponding height. 


He uses the newest downstairs room as a kitchen, the 
older two as parlors. Both had crackling log fires, lovely 
antiques, hand hooked rugs, Renoir paintings, china dogs on 
the mantel. They also had an indescribable air of relaxation 
and hominess as if there were years of happiness stored 
up there. 


Upstairs, we antiquers exclaimed over the walnut furni- 
ture, the old rose wallpaper, the gray green inside shutters. 
Finally we gave in to the restless young and went for the 
promised mule cart ride. As we rolled over pasture, the dog 
running alongside, Bright, whose enterprises range from 
insurance to raising African cattle, told us of his mule ho 

‘Very little has been written about mules,” he said, 
“because once they were so commonplace, everyone had 
them. Then, sudsenly, like so many commonplace things they 
almost disappeared.” 


The mule doesn’t deserve its bad reputation, he said. 


“They're stubborn because they’re the offspring of 
donkeys and a donkey is stubborn,” he said, “but more 
often it’s the way they’re handled. A mule isn’t mean 
if properly handled, Also, a mule may be stubborn but 
it’s not stupid; in many ways it’s smarter than a horse. 
A horse will run into a fence. A mule will never hurt 
itself or overeat. On cross-country trail rides, I often 
ride a mule instead of a horse.” 


The ride and lesson were over and we went inside to 
sit by the fire, eat delicious cake made by Bright’s house- 
keeper, and drink coffee. The atmosphere of the room lulled 
us into staying on and on. I admired the big comfortable chair 
in which I was sitting. 


“Ought to be a good one,” said Bright. ‘‘Cost me $50,000.” 
At my startled look, he mughed. 


“At least that’s what I figure it cost me,” he said, 
‘sittin’ there in that comfortable chair when I should've been 
out makin’ money.”

Adams finally lured Mimi from 
around his wife’s neck by offer- 
ing him a glass jar of potato 
chips with the lid on.

are ideally suited to small 
modern houses and apart- 
ments.

Screwball Heroine. 


ALTHOUGH THERE are some moments of cockeyed 
humor and novelist Truman Capote’s heroine, Holly Golightly, 
| has a whimsical screwball charm, there is an undercurrent 

ef unsavoriness in “BREAKFAST AT TIFFANY’S” at the 
FOX THEATER which keeps one from com- 
pletely accepting it as a comedy, or, for that 
matter, accepting its people. 

Holly is played with daffy skill by Audrey 
Hepburn, who seems to be getting thin as 
a pencil. She is an amoral butterfly who 
exists by getting $50 gifts from her escorts 
for ‘“‘powder-room money,” and $100 a week 
from a narcotics racketeer in Sing Sing to act, supposedly 
innocent, as his go-between with his henchmen. 

A young writer (George Peppard) who lives in an apart- 
ment in the same East Side brownstone falls in love with her. 
He is not exactly a gem either, being kept in style by a 
wealthy decorator (Patricia Neal) while his stories don’t sell. 
An egregious film agent (Martin Balsam) has been Holly’s 
friend before that. An ex-husband, Doc Golightly, a horse 
doctor from Texas, shows up in New York and begs Holly to 
return with him to Texas. He is pitiable. 

Holly is arrested as a witness against the racketeer just 
as she is about to take off for South America to follow a 
Brazilian millionaire. She is released on bail and almost 
decides to skip out to Brazil anyway. The writer has reformed 
and is shocked. But in a rainstorm, she suddenly changes 
her mind and decides to stay and presumably marry him. 
From her previous irrational, downright batty, behavior, I 
would say that’s a bad break for him. This ending will not 
go down in my book as one of the most touching I have seen. 

One of the better things is a rather priceless drunken 
party in which a mob of cafe society and Broadway characters 
swamp Holly’s apartment, and Mickey Rooney contributes a 
hilarious bit as a seething and toothy Japanese photographer 
who lives upstairs and who is always calling the police down 
on Holly. But I don’t think George Axelrod, who wrote the 
script, has turned out a comedy that is either consistent, even 
in tone, or knows where it is going. 


Satire Doesn’t Come Off. 
“INVASION QUARTET,” at the PAGEANT probably was 
not intended as a satire on ‘“‘The Guns of Navarone,” as it 
would have been difficult to complete it so soon after the 
release of the other picture. Also it came from a book by 
Norman Collins and was published some 
WW time ago. However, it could have been re- 
garded as a satire had there been keener 
comic invention and a better script. As it 
| is, it is rather weak, too far fetched to have 
ifr any conviction, and muffs a good oppor- 
lira l tunity. I just didn’t think it very funny. 
Four officers convalescing in a military 
hospital in the so-called ‘‘Hell’s Corner’ area around Dover, 
are annoyed at the intermittent shelling by giant German guns 
across the channel (which actually began in August 1940 and 
continued four years). They are restless and bored because 
they can’t obtain medical approval to return to active duty. 
So they organize their own private raid on the German- 
held coast of France to blow up one of the big guns. Their 
adventures involve first posing as Frenchmen, then as German 
soldiers. Bill Travers, Spike Milligan, Gregoire Ashton and 
John le Mesurier, who comprise the quartet, are hardworking 
and can’t be -blamed for the results.

The Bomb, Topic No. I 


NEW YORK, Nov. 10 (UPI). 

TOPIC NUMBER ONE is the bomb. Last night, “CBS 
Reports” landed topic number one on the TV screen. 

‘In Case of War,” the first of a two-part series on war 
and disarmament, gathered in. our confusions about shelters, 
radiation, nuclear war, survival—the so-called ‘‘quiet panic” — 
and packed these concerns into an intensely provocative, stir- 
ring and important document. ; 

Producer David Lowe’s serious-minded, coast-to-coast in- 
quiry crackled with dissent, earnest calls for help from main 
street and touching vignettes. 

Woven into the fabric of interviews with experts were the 
voices and faces of inexpert, but deeply concerned, average 
Americans in Kansas, California, Massachusetts and Arizona. 
One could sense the universal’ yearning for leadership, for 
straight, clear answers on the bomb and civil defense. 

Narrator Howard K. Smith noted that many experts felt 
the answer should be Federal enforcement and supervision of 
a four-year, 15°to 20 billion dollar civil defense program, which 
the country isn’t ready for. Civil defense, he said, can’t work 
if it is not there for everyone. 

Smith also said the purpose of the TV program was to 
inform, not to strike terror. Trying to inform in an area 
where clear answers aren’t available is a difficult assignment, 
but this program did the job by collecting shades of opinion 
and reflecting the puzzlement, the submerged turmoils ex- 
pressed in ordinary conversation, the’ uncertainties of the 
experts. There was no sensationalism. 
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Precise editing led to some forceful exchanges of opinion. 
When author Herman Kahn spoke of ‘“‘only 50,000,000” deaths 
in America—he said he meant “only” in terms of the 
180,000,000 population—Kahn noted that human beings have a 
“limited capacity for grief” and survivors would, in time, be 
able to laugh again, In came James Newman, editor of ‘‘The 
World of Mathematics,” to call Kahn’s thesis ‘“‘idiotic arith- 
metic.”” Newman felt Kahn was ignoring moral configurations 
and the structure of society. 


Defense Secretary McNamara said fallout shelters were . 


ultimately an individual responsibility. Cut agais to Newman, 
who said, “Preposterous . . . monstrous . . . a complete re- 
pudiation and stultification of everything this country stands 
a 

And when another official mentioned evacuation, ‘atomic 
scientist Ralph Lapp snapped, ‘“‘Nonsense.” Gov. Nelson 
Rockefeller of New York added, “Impossibility.” 

Smith noted that a TV report of this sort inevitably leaves 
itself open to criticism from right, left and center, but he 


added that the bomb is here and it won’t go away if we 


ignore it.

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St. Louisans’ Climb on Trail Toward Everest 


Washington University Professor Tells of Trip to Himalayas With His Sons and Daughter

FOR HUNDREDS OF MILES along the northeast border of 
India and running the full length of Nepal rise the great billowing 


masses of the Himalayas. In their snowy grandeur they offer one 
of the most dramatic of nature’s shows and for many who have 


seen them the most. beautiful. 


The political turbulence of this region is hardly less marked 
than the endless storms that keep the peaks covered in glistening 
snow, and today perhaps as never before India watches this ram- 
part with growing apprehension. In Tibet, in Nepal, and farther 
east in Assam these once cloistered domains of little known hill 
peoples have become focal points of world interest and concern. 


Air travel transplants the 
traveler in less than two hours 
from the hot streets of Calcutta 
t the airstrip at Bagdogra some 
300 miles to the north. By train, 
the distance is 400 miles and 30 
long hours. Only a few miles 
away from Bagdogra the foot- 
hills rise abruptly out of the 
flat and fertile plain of Bengal; 
the view reminded me of my 
first look at thé Tetons in Wyo- 
ming. 

Our destination, Darjeeling, is 
56 miles by road and 7000 feet 
up from Bagdogra, certainly one 
of the most glorious drives in the 
world. A few miles out of Bag- 
dogra the road skirts around 
Siliguri, the railroad terminus, 
passes through lowland tea gar- 
dens, plunges into the dense, lush 
forest and then starts the ascent 
in earnest. The road plays a 
game with the tracks of a nar- 
row gauge railroad, making in- 
numerable crossings. So steep is 
the grade in places that the track 
makes several complete loops 
in ascending the mountain side; 
at other points, where there is 
not sufficient space to make a 
loop on the steep slopes, the en- 
gineers resorted to a zig-zag 
technique. 


Those who knew Darjeeling in 
the days of British rule some- 
times say its glory is of the past. 


. That the social life has changed 


is undoubtedly true but its nat- 
ural charm and beauty remains. 
Hotels are not expensive but we 
chose to stay at the Y.W.C.A.; 
in several of India’s hill stations 
the “‘Y” is now open to family 
groups and we found them com- 
fortable, with good food, and 
well managed. In Darjeeling the 
‘“Y” is on a crowded hillside of 
narrow lanes running in all di- 
rections, reminding me of an 
English village on a 45-degree 
slope. 

From almost any high point in 
town the great mass of Kanchen- 
junga can be seen towering 28,- 
000 feet up; its beauty is almost 
fierce and hypnotic. 

The people ot Darjeeling are 
fascinating. Many Nepalese, par- 
ticularly Sherpas from northeast- 
ern Nepal, make up a significant 
portion of the population. 


There are also Tibetans, and - 


people from the districts of 
Sikkim and Bhutan who add col- 
or and variety. Most renowned 
are the Sherpas, many of whom 
live in their own district of 
Toong Soong Busty on the east- 
ern slope of the ridge to which 
Darjeeling clings; these are the 
men who have carried the bur- 
den of many mountaineering ex- 
peditions starting from Dar- 
jeeling. The most famous is 
Tenzing Norkay, who, after 
years of struggle and disappoint- 
ment, reached the top of Everest 
with Edmund Hillary May 29, 
1953. 

It was a special treat to be 
able to chat for a few minutes 
with Tenzing; I am not accus- 
tomed to judge a man on a short 
acquaintance but one cannot 
avoid a feeling of quiet great- 
ness and, although busy with the 
start of a new mountaineering 
class the next day, he treated 
several callers on the morning 
of our visit with genuine cor- 
diality. 


Descending only a few hun- 
dred feet in almost any direc- 
tion from the center of. town 
brings one into the tea gar- 
dens. The various trails lead 
through the forested slopes. 
Where breaks appear with a 
broad expanse of sunlight the 
banks may be covered with a 
lush growth of gleichenia ferns. 
We started out on horseback 
at about 2 o’clock one after- 
noon to visit a tea garden 
“factory,” gaining the impres- 
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sion from our guide that it was 
a short hour’s ride. Perhaps 
the misunderstanding was on 
our side but it was more than 
two hours. and some 2500 feet 
down before we reached the 
factory buildings. Processing 
operations had closed for the 
day but when I explained my 
interest as a botanist, two of 
the workers took us through 
the plant and turned on ma- 
chinery here and there to give 
us a quick lesson in tea pro- 
cessing. 


It is a memorable day’s trip 
by land-rover (truck) from Dar- 
jeeling to Kalimpong, less than 
15 miles in a direct line east 
but several times the distance 
by auto. The narrow and wind- 
ing road descends for almost 
7000 feet to a point near the 
junction of the Great Rangit and 
Teesta rivers. From 6000 to 
about 3000 feet it passes mostly 
through tea gardens. The re- 
mainder of the descent is 
through forest which becomes 
progressively more tropical. 

After passport inspection we 
crossed the river and had a fine 
view of the gorge and surro::nd- 
ing hills. The 4000-foot ascent 
then began toward Kalimpong. 
The poinsettias were flowering 
profusely, adding brilliant crim- 
son splashes along the roadside. 

At the Government Arts and 
Crafts center in Kalimpong we 
saw a number of women and a 
few men working on the em- 
broidered-painted pictures for 
which they are famous. And 
about two miles from the center 
of town is the Tirpin Gumpa 
Monastery where we were cordi- 
ally received by the head Lama 
in his private cuarters. These 
were simply but pleasantly fur- 
nished, Reclining on a couch by 
an open window with the high 
peaks in the distance, the Lama 
spoke in halting English o* the 
problems of the monastery and 
its residents; of their escape a 
few years before from T™ot. He 
asked us to tell him of our 
country. It was a delightful visit 
in a world far removed from our 
own. 

For a lover of mountains it 
would be frustrating to travel so 
far and stop at the confines of 
the town. Thus we were fortu- 
nate in meeting Karma Paul, a 
sirdar of several] Everest expedi- 
tions. He quickly convinced my 
two sons and daughter who had 
accompanied me, that we should 
devote at least four days to a 
trek into the hills. 

Two mornings later we were 
loaded into a land-rover and, to 
enable us to penetrate a little 
deeper into the mountains in the 
short time available, were driven 
over what is the usual first day 
of the trek, to the village of 
Manybhanjan, some 20 miles 
from Darjeeling and only a few 
hundred feet from the border of 
Nepal. 

By late morning it was a bit 
warm in Manybhanjan and we 
were becoming a little impatient 
when the headman, satisfied that 
all was ready, motioned us onto 
the trail, in part paved with 
rough stones. It is more than a 
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Snow-capped peaks of the Himalayas gleam in the background as porters from the green valleys of Nepal, carrying bat. 


trail but not quite a road. 

The trail headed in the general 
direction of Mt. Everest with 
the great snowy mass of Kan- 
chenjunga and its fellow peaks 
to our right and the green val- 
leys of Nepal to the left. Follow- 
ing an open ridge top for much 
of the way, we frequently dipped 
down into the lush forest of oak 
and rhododendron, characteristic 
of the eastern Himalayan foot- 
hills. With some pain I recalled 
I had paid $15 or $20 in St. Louis 
for a rhododendron three feet 
high -and here were countless 
millions from the smallest seed- 
lings up to respectable trees, and 
in numerous species. 

Another regret was that it 
seemed most unlikely that my 
teaching schedule at Pona Uni- 
versity on the other side of India 
would permit me to return in 
the spring when the flowers must 
color the mountainsides as the 
maples color New England in 
the autunin. 


Our Himalayan “highway” 
was both a trekkers road and 
an old-established route for the 
peoples of the inner recesses 
of the foothills. Occasionally we 
came upon their tiny villages, 
usually crouched in a saddle 
of a ridge in order to get some 
protection from the winds and 
snows of winter. Some of the 
houses were of stone and 
seemingly quite comfortable 
but others were of light woven 
lattice construction, in which 
a fire must be kept going con- 
stantly. 


The government rest houses 
(‘“‘Dak” bungalows) are located 
at intervals of about 10 to 18 
miles along this route and our 
stop the first night at Tonglu 
brought us to 10,000 feet. The 
following morning the first six 
miles took us down, following 
along the north side of the moun- 
tain through the cool rhododen- 
dron forest; then after an 8-mile 
ascent we reached our goal, 
Sandakphu. The last mile or 
two was apparently designed to 
weed out the less hardy and it 
was evident as the sun dropped 
down behind the mountains that 
we had gained considerable alti- 
tude. Here at almost 12,000 feet, 
with the exertion of climbing over 
for the day, we put 
available sweaters and capped 
them with windbrake parkas. 
The clouds had settled down Over 
the higher mountains and we 
soon sought a roaring fire and 
hot tea in the low stone bunga- 
low, followed by dinner and then 
sleeping bags. 

Shortly after dawn we again 
bundled up and turned out to 
see to what point our trip of the 


previous day had brought us. A | 


few hundred miles of the highest 
Himalayas lay spread out before 
us; to the north was Everest, 
closely flanked ‘on the left and 
right by Lohtse and Makalu, 
and far to the south the now 
familiar and massive. cluster of 
peaks dominated by Kanchen- 
junga. In between nestled a 
long stretch of lesser mountains 
which in almost any other part 
of the world would stand as 
giants in their own right. 

The route we followed con- 
tinues in a great circle, bring-

necessity, however, arranged a 
shorter trip and after a last 
look at Mt. Everest headed back 
toward Honglu. For another won- 
derful two days we again passed 
or followed along with the Nepali 
porters who no longer seemed 
strangers, past the few tiny vil- 
lages on the ridge, past the 
prayer flags fluttering from poles

Joseph G. Molner, M.D. 
Preventive Measures? 


DEAR DR. MOLNER: What can be done to avoid strokes 
and heart attacks, if preventive measures are known? 
A.R. 


A big order. Since these aren’t germ-born con- 
ditions, we can’t rely on vaccines. This doesn’t mean 
we can’t do anything—but we have to do entirely dif- 
ferent things. 

Heredity is important, but there’s not much we 
can do about that, Heredity determines the quality 
of our arteries, our body chemistry, and to some extent 
our temperament, If we come from a family that has 
had more than its share of troubles in this regard, it 
will pay to be careful. Some such families have higher- 

‘ than-average quantities of fats (including cholesterol) 
in the blood, Some tend to have certain types of 
hardening of the arteries. 


All of us can expect to “‘sit and listen to our arteries 
harden’ as we grow older. This is natural, But some types 
- of hardening are preferable to others. If the hardening (or 
thickening) takes place inside the hollow core of an artery, 
and is a sort of internal coating, it is more conducive to, 
strokes or heart troubles than the type that occurs right in 
the wall of the artery itself. This does not reduce the inside 
to the same extent. 

We can’t select the type of hardening we prefer. All we 
ean do is to take more precautions if we have the “wrong” 
kind. 

What precautions? I have little faith in any “easy” 
ways of “reducing cholesterol.” I have considerable 
faith in. avoiding obesity. If you’ve read any insur- 
ance company literature, you know that overweight 
persons don’t live as long as those of normal weight. 
One reason is that the overweight means there is more 
body to be provided with blood. If the arteries are 
hardened, it’s still more difficult. And blood pressure 
consequently becomes higher. And there’s more 
chance of trouble. 

So one rule is to lose weight. 

If blood pressure is too high (and overweight is only one 
of many contributory causes) it should be controlled. In the 
last decade or less we have found drugs to help in this regard. 

Some doctors believe that excessive use of tobacco is 
harmful. Most doctors have observed that over-fatigue, emo- 
tional outbursts, and pent-up nervous tension also are harmful. 

So is excessive physical activity, But that doesn’t mean 
you should park in a chair and wait for trouble to catch up. 
Moderate «r mild but steady activity is good. So be active 
but don’t overdo it. Stop well short of exhaustion. 


If one has had a heart attack or stroke, anticoagu- 
lant drugs (to prevent formation of clots) are impor- 
tant and useful. In cases in which there are clear signs 
of approaching trouble, these drugs may be advisable. 
Detecting the signs and giving the drugs both are 
difficult matters and must be handled by your doctor. 
But all in all, there are things you can do to protect 
your heart and guard against strokes. Some require 
your doctor’s help, but some you can do yourself, if 
you really want to. 


DEAR DR. MOLNER: Does having a goiter operation tend 
to make one more allergic to different foods, etc.? T.G. 
No—although it is possible, at times, to develop 
allergies as time goes by. '

He was able to get up tc the 
house and keep the grounds wet 
while the fire swept through the 
canyon. “I don’t think 1 could 
stand losing two houses in two 
years,”” he says.
